A thorough canvass of the seventy or 
more independent mills in Mississippi has 
not yet been made, but the refinery com- 
mittee of the crushers’s asociation will 
undertake the work at once, and it is 
expected that the entire capital stock 
will be raised within a few wecks. 

“The showing thus far made is fre- 
markably good,’’ said Secretary Madden, 
“and especially in view of the fact that 
we have not yet made a thorough can- 
Vass for subscriptions, and the additional 
fact that many of the oil mills operated 
at a loss during the season just passed 
on account of the low price of products 
and high price of seed. 

Some of the subscriptions are, of 
course, conditional on the success of the 
efforts to be made by the mills to finance 
the amounts of their subscriptions, but 
I believe that all of them wil] succeed 
in doing so. 

It is a certainty that the independent 
refinery will be built, and if we do not 
earry out the plan this year it is abso- 
jutely sure to follow the close of the 
next crushing season. However, I believe 
we will have the construction of the 
plant actually under way within a few 
months,

‘BOMB SENDER 
FOUND GUILTY 
Roisbatt Who Sent Infernal 


Machine to Ship, Is 
Convicted. 


New York, March 27.—Gesner Russell, 
also known as Gessler ROsseau, was con- 
victed before Recorder Goff of having 
sent with malicious intent the infernal 
machine to the Mallory steamer in this 
city on May 5, 1903. The prisoner re- 
ceived the verdict calmly and without 
comment, and was remanded to the 
tombs for sentence on Friday. The max- 
imum penalty for the offense is five 
years’ imprisonment. 

In his testimony Rosseau said: 

“IT have made many infernal machines 
curing my life and during the Cuban 
rebellion I sold a number of them to 
agents for Cuba in this country. They 
were for blowing up Spanish ships. and 
I gave full instructions to the agents as 
to their use.”’ 

He said he always made enough money 
to go on with his work, and that during 
the Boer war he offered infernal ma- 
chines to Boer agents in this country, 
put his offer had been refused, the Boers 
saying they did not care to fight that 
way.
